In 1860 Lincoln carried Indiana by 
28,628; in 1804, by 20,189; in 1868, 
Grant by 9,668; in 1872, Grant by 22,- 
516; in 1876, Tilden ty 6,600; in 1880, 
Garfield by 6,636, and in 1884, Cleve- 
land by about 6,300. In 1886 the re- 
publicans carried the state by about 
8,000. Thus it wiU be seen that the 
state is an extremely doubtful one, and 
is only carried by either side with great 
labor, close campaign work, and the ex- 
penditure of a lüge amount of money. 
The latter is made necessary by the ex 
istence of a floating, or a purchasable 
vote in the state, which is really the 
factor. In 1876, this vote numbered 
about 15,000. In 1880, the poU of the 
state showed that it had increased nearly 
double, or 80,000, and in 1884, it had 
decreased to 25,000. In 1888, this vote 
will likely be 26,000, which is not a bad 
showing tor a state jelling half a million 
votes. It shows that there are about 
480,000 men in the state with principle, 
who vote thehr conviction, and who can 
neither be bought or bullied.
